HERE’S THE WINNER

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Nearly 500 years ago the famous French travel¬ 
ler and connoisseur of jewels, lean Baptiste 
Tavernier, made one of the greatest "finds" in 
diamond history, lourneying to India in 1665, 
he visited the Mogul Emperor in the newly- 
built Taj Mahal. There he was shown a great 
diamond of superb beauty, w hich he named the 
" (ireal Mogul" in honour of Shah lehan, who 
also owned the famous "Kohinoor" and "Shah." 


Today, all trace of the Great Mogul Diamond 
has disappeared. All that is known of it is 
contained in Tavernier's ancient description and 
his sketches. He described its form "as of an 
egg cut through the middle"—its weight as 
slightly over 279 carats — and estimated its 
value at more than $4,000,000. In the drawing 
below, the Great Mogul Diamond is shown a 
little larger than actual size.
